Anna: OWS cannot solicit donations, can only accept 
Rufus: Real solutions to preservation require full time staff, implement DAM 
etc. 


- Geta drobo server, 2TB hard drives and start backing up, split 
them up, send hard drives to NYU or Internet Archive- have SIS 
admin deal with work once a week 

Anna: Staffing is huge issue, setting up DAM 

- Bottom line, best interest for everyone to push solution with 
Internet Archive (privacy issue can only be solved with private 
institution) 

Rufus: enough collecting institutions that solution can be worked out to 
facilitate privacy concerns, along with access and storage. 

-all we can do is say “As archivists...this is what’s best for the 
collection (maybe not necessarily the group)” 

-maybe find ways to move beyond personal issues with institutions 
Yvonne: We can play role in forming preservation workflows. How can we 
help?
